| BACK FENCE

You had to have your wits ab- 
out you to get along in East 
Jordan back in 1905. 

The city had 9 saloons, the 
saw mills were jumping and the 
men around town were rough 
and ready. 

Into this thriving community 
came William Hesth who said 
that you didn’t have to ask for 
a job. They met you on the 
street and said: ‘Come work for 
me.”? 

The small, 90-year old man 
about town, who celebrated his 
birthday Wednesday, says he 


came here in 1905 from Kala-- 


mazoo and worked at the oid 
chemical. Helped build it, in fact. 

“f rented a dandy house for 
$8.00 per month,” Heath said, 
“and went to work in the mills.” 

To talk to Heath you wouldn’t 
think he was born the year after 


Lincoln was shot. His active 
manner does not go along with 
his years, 


“East Jordan was in the mid- 
dle of the woods, back in 1905,” 
he said. “But there were plenty 
of houses uv» on Bowens’ and 
Empey’s addition.” 

He has seen the city change 
from a highly active lumbering 
town to a ouiet agricultural 
community and then more recen- 
tly to a resort and industrial ar- 
ea. 

Mrs. Heath died 27 years ago. 
Two children survive. Cora King 
and Franklin Heath. of Kalama- 
200. A brother Allen and a sis- 
ter Mrs. Hackenberg also live 
in Kalamazoo. 

He has even great great 
grandchildren, 14 neices, seven 
nephews and eight grand child- 
ren. 

Tragedy struck home a year 
ago last December when his 
house was destroyed by fire in 
early morning zero weather. It 
was located near the corner of 
Mill and Bowen street. 

Since then Heath has been liv- 
ing culjetlv in a small house on 
State street. 

At mention of the eictht below 
wero weather the day his house 
burned, Heath said: “That’s no- 
thing. I came out of the old 
chemical once when the temper- 
ature on the bank stood at 32 
below.” 

“And we didn’t ride to work 
in thoce days. either.” Heath 
said he owned beautiful horses, 
but in all his 90 vears he never 
drove an automobile. 

He recalls that the first car 
he ever saw was owned by Joe 
Emney. a 2-cylinder job back in 
1996. It was vrobably the first 
car on East Jordan streets. 

‘Did von ever flv in a plane,” 
we asked. “Qh, no. Oh, no.”? was 
the answer. 

Heath was too old to enter 
World War T And during the 
Snanish-American War he was 
working 12 hours a day for 10¢ 
per hour down state. 

He wae celebrating his 90th 
year cuietly at home Wednesday. 
And when he was reminded that 
it wae alto George Washineton’s 
birthday he said. “I once climb- 
ed Washireton’s monument. It 
sure was a lone way down.” 

We asked Heath just how 
tough Fost Jordan was 50 years 
ago ond he lanerhed,

A man came down 
M§)) street leading a bull. He got 
near 4 salnann that stood where 
the Anchorare restaprant is now, 
All of a sudden he decided he 
wonted a drink. He led the hull 
ints the niece and un to the bar 
end ctond thers drinking.

The 30-year old East Jordaa 
Canning Company, known thru- 
out the state as the source of 
high grade canned goods may 
enc operations this spring. 

Howard Porter,  secretary- 
treasurer, said Wednesday mor- 
ning that if the owners are una- 
ble to sell the plant to an opera- 
ting group by spring, they will 
commence disposing of ‘the buil- 
ding and equipmeni., 


Well known in the canning in- 
dustry, the firm was incorporat- 
ol for $50.000, January 29, 19- 
26 with William P. Porter as 
president. 


Closing of the company would 
not only be felt severely in East 
Jordan but also in many sur- 
rounding communities and farm- 
ing areas. 

In good seasons when the firm 
operates at top capacity bet- 
ween 250 and 300 men and wo- 
men are called in from this area 
to help in the important pro- 
duction,

A 1951 REPORT shows that 

the company's pack figures were: 
Asparagus, 5.000 cases; beang 
54,000 cases; beets 27.000 cas- 
s: and cherries 67.000 cases. 
Also in that year the company 
filled $137.000 worth of cans, 
which were purchased froin 
Continental Can Co. 

The companv has been a ma- 
jor source of employment as wel! 
as a maior source of many far- 
mers’ income throughout tne 
years.

Crovs have been purchased 
from farmers around East Jor- 
dan, Boyne City, Charlevoix, 
Fll-worth, Petoskey, Boyne 
Falls.

We have already attempted to 
give you an idea of the type of 
accomodations one encounters 
along the Hizhway. Those we 
have described so far are cer- 
tainly the average and quite 
typical, 


However, on ovr return trip 
we had better overnight stons 
simply beeause we were a jitte 
more familiar with the route aad 
had watched, checked and in- 
spected on our way through. 
Thus, if one plans his day’> trip, 
it is possible to stay at places-— 
Sotels especially, in the few and 
far between towns — which of- 
fer a more nileacant and satis- 
factory accomodations. 


Let us hasten to add however. 
that with one exception, we stil 
shared the bathroom with ail 
and sundry. 


The meals leave much to be 
desired and become less palata- 
ble as their monotory increases. 
Again, generally speakhe, we 
found hotel meats supertor tv 
those of cafes, lodges and other 
eating places. 


Nowhere along the Highwiy 
is any fresh produce served. No 
fresh vegetables nor fruit, ne 
any milk or cream excepl from 
a can. Everywhere the coffee 
pot sits continually on the kis 
chen range. When one is luck 
enough to get freshly boiled cof- 
fee it isn’t bad. Bur it comes ra- 
ther cloudy and thick after a 
few hours—or days. 


The ‘freight’, which means 
their grocery suppties and mail. 
-omes through once or twice a 
week. Most eating piaces have 
refrigerators, but tnere are few 
deev freezes and baking seems 
to be a little praticed art, Open 
a can of this or that, fry a few 
potatoes with mayno an egg. or 
4 slice of bacon or even a ham- 
burger, a few slices of week oud 
bread — and what's for dessert? 
Oh yes, open a can of peaches! 
Of course, there are always can- 
dy bars. 


Except for the side trip we 
took into Dawson, the purchas2 
of gas no longer presents a pru- 
blem, provided one buys when it 
is available and doesn’t wait for 
an empty tank, or his favorite

Most places new have @ 
pump, sometimes even two, al- 
though some still measure it out 
of of] drums. One place sold us 
three gallons out of a can wich 
a spout which might have con- 
tained almost anything. 


We paid as high as 85c a gal- 


jon for gas in Dawson City, and 
actually more than that some 
places in Alaska. tn Alaska the 
gallon of Canada and it is inte:- 
esting vo note that the prices list- 
ed on the anks were for half # 
galon. So if it stated 38c, for in- 
stance, one was going to pay 70c. 


Everyone is still advised to 
earry an extra five gallons of 
gas with them because a pune- 
tured gas tank from a flying 
fragment of sharp rock is not 
uncommon. In which case every- 
one frantically chews gum, plugs 
it over the hole in the tank ani 
hopes it will hold the extra five 
gallons long enough to limp 
some place for heip. 


There are no telephones, but 
at intervals are what are knows 
as “repeater stations ’ These are 
usually at the road maintenance 
camps. and serve the purpose of 
supplying communication in em- 


ergencies by the combined 
means of telephore, telegraph 


and short wave. 


The number of wild animals 
we saw while traveling along the 
Highway was disappointingly 
small. This is not to be wondered 
at, however, in that the road 
no'ds no narticular interest for 
animals who have thosands of 
acres of uninterrupted wilder- 
ress in which to ream. 


We saw two dcer, both of 
them sporting a huge rack of an- 
tlers still in the velvet; a lynx, 
who was too absorbed in its bus- 
iness of ereeping upon some 


‘prey to notice us until we nearly 


ran over it as we popped up over 
a little rise in the road. Later we 
saw a half grown cianamon bexr 
and several red fox. White tra- 
velint from Whitehorse to Daw- 
son City after dark we saw a 
large black bear cross the road 
ehead of us. And the next morn- 
ing a timber wolf gave us no 
heed ag it streaked across the 
road. 


We were quite surprised, how- 
ever, to see great numbers of 
the rodents we knew as prairis 
dears, In Alaska and the Yukon

Further south, the sheep are 
u brownish gray ‘n color and 
ere called Stone Sheep. They al- 
so possess the large curled horns. 
We were fortunate in having a 
quick view of nine of these stoné 
sheep as they were sunning 
themselves in the riddle of the 
road near Muncho Lake in Bri. 
tish Columbia on our return trip. 


It is estimated that Alasku 
now has @ herd of buffalo num- 
bering 500. Twenty-three buf- 
falo were set free in Alaska in 
1928 and in the ensuing years 
they have thrived very well in 
that climate. They ure protected 
from hunting at all times. We 
did not see any, nor any other 
big game such as moose or eari- 
bou. However they are still both 
abundant. 


We were told that the earibou 
is threatened with extinction un- 
less the various provinces of 
Canada and Alasva agree oa 
some sort of internationa! con- 
servation program. The caribou 
roam thousands of miles in greut 
herds, and travel as mueh as a 
thousand miles in a week. Due to 
the variations in hunting sea 
cons, the territory of Alaska, the 
Yukon and northwest territories 
of Canada and the north centra! 
and western provinces could all 
conceivably take their toll of a 
:invle traveling herd. 

Once the animals. birds aad 
fish furnished a dependable sun- 
ply of food for explcrers and set- 
uers; but we found that the road 
side streams and rivers of Alas- 
ka, like those of the Yukon, were 
“fished out.” 

Although we were catching 
no fish ourselves, this seemed 
hichiv improbable until one con 
siders that again there is only 
the one road, and that everyone 
who travels it fishes the same 
spots, 

We were told thet the catches 
of gravling, for instance, had 
noticeably decreased since the 
U.S. had stationed so many mean 
at its army and air force bases. 

In that a large percentage of 
the north’s population depends 
entirely on fish and wildlife for 
its existence there are many nor- 
therners who are deeply concern- 
ed by the serious inroads beiny 
made on its wildlife, and are a- 
ware that it is emperative tha‘ 
better conservation be practiced 
and that the wildlife be giver 
greater protection and bette: 
management.
